The following draft of certain ruleswhich the Government ofKerala 
propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 74 and 
129 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960), and in 
supersession of the existing rules on the subject, is hereby published for 
general information as required by sub-section ( 2 ) of section 139 of the 
said Act . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for 
consideration on or after 13-11-1962 and that any suggestion or objection 
which may be received from any person in respect of the said draft 
before the date specified above, will be considered by the Government. 
Objections and suggestions shall be addressed to the Additional 
Secretary to Government, Development Department, Secretariat, 
Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES 
1. Short Title. These rules may be called the Kerala Panchayats 
(Taxation and Appeal) Rules, 1962. 

2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires ; 

" the Act " means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 
of 1960) 

" Executive Authority ” means the Executive Officer of a 
Panchayat or other person who has been authorised to exercise the 
functions and powers of an Executive Officer under the Act. 

3. Procedure for passing resolution determining the levy of tax . - Any 
resolution of a Panchayat determining to levy a tax enumerated in the 
Act shall specify the rate at which any such tax shall be levied and the 
date from which it shall be levied : 

Provided that, before passing the resolution imposing a tax for the 
first time or increasing the rate of an existing tax , the Panchayat shall, 
publish a notice on the notice board of the Panchayat and in such 
places within the Panchayat limits asmay be specified by the Panchayat 
and by beat of drum , of its intention , fix a reasonable period not being 
less than thirty days for submission of objections and consider the 
objections, if any , received within the period specified : 

Provided further that any resolution abolishing an existing tax or 
reducing the rate at which a tax is levieł, shall be reported to the 
Director and such reduction or abolition shall not be carried into effect 
without the sanction of the Director : 

G. 3434 . 
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Provided also that, where any resolution under this rule has taken 
effect for a particular year, no proposal to alter the rates ar date fixed 
in such resolution so far as that year is concerned shall be taken into 
consideration by the Panchayat. 

4. Notification of new taxes . - When a Panchayat shall have deter 
mined subject to the provisions in these Rules , to levy any tax for the 
first time or at a new rate , the Executive Authority shall forth with give 
public notice and by beat of drum , specifying the rate at which , the 
date from which and the period of levy if any, for which such tax shall 
be levied. 

5. Executive Authority to maintain assessment books.- (1 ) The Executive 
Authority shall prepare and keep assessment books in such form fixed in 
this behalf showing the persons and property liable to taxation under 
the Act. 

( 2) The assessment books and , where detailed particulars relating 
to any assessment are kept in separate records the portion thereof con 
taining such particulars, shall be open at all reasonable times and 
without charge to inspection by any person who pays any tax to the 
Panchayat or his authorised agent and such person or agent shall be 
entitled to take extracts, free of charge , from the said books and records. 

(3) The account bocks of the Panchayat shall be open without 
charge to inspection by any person who pays any tax to the Panchayat 
or his authorised agent on a day or days in each month to be fixed by 
the Panchayat. 

6. Authority to determine the tax .-- The Executive Authority shall, 
save as otherwise provided in the Act and the rules made thereunder , 
determine the tax to which each person is liable: 

Provided that in the case of taxes payable by the Executive 
Authority, the original assessment shall be made by the Panchayat. 

7. Power of Panchayat to give directions to amend assessment books. 
(1) If at any timeit appears to the Panchayat that any person or 
property has been inadequately assessed or inadvertently or improperly 
omitted from the assessment booksrelating to any tax , or that there is 
any clerical or arithmetical error in the said books, it may direct the 
Executive Authority to amend the said books in such manner as it deems 
just or necessary : 
Provided that no such direction shall be given 

where 
it involves an increase in the 

assessment, unless 

the 

person 
concerned shall have been afforded 

reasonable 
opportunity to show cause to the Panchayat, why the assessment 
book should not be amended as proposed . 

( 2) Such amendment shall be deemed to have taken effect on the 
earliest date, either in the current half year or in the two half years 
immediately preceding it on which the circumstances justifying the 
amendment existed . 

8. Service of bills.- (1) Where any tax is due from any person , 
the Executive Authority shall , save otherwise provided in the Act or 
the Rules made thereunder, serve upon such person a bill for the sum 
due .

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(2 ) The bill under sub -rule (1) shall be signed by the Executive 
Authority and shall contain , 

(a ) the date of the issue thereof; . 
(b ) a statement of the period or periods to which the tax 

relates; 
(c) a description of the occupation , building, land or thing for 

which the tax is charged ; 
(d ) the last date or dates for the payment of the tax ; and 

(e) a statement of the liability incurred in default of payment. 

(3) Where a bill referred to in sub -rule (1) relating to profession 
tax and vehicle tax has not been served either in the half year in 
which the tax became due, or in the succeeding half year, the tax for 
the half year first mentioned in this sub - rule shall not be demanded . 

9. Issue of receipt.-- (1) The Executive Authority shall give to 
every person making payment of a tax, a receipt therefor signed by 
him or by some person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 
(2) Such receipt shall specify - 

(a ) the date of the grant thereof; 
(b ) the name of the person to whom it is granted ; 
(c) the tax in respect of which payment has been madei 
(d ) the period for which payment has been made; and 

(e) the amount paid . 
10. Appeals.- (1 ) An appeal shall lie to the Panchayat in respect 
of the assessment and imposition of any of the taxes made by the 
Executive Authority . 

(2 ) An appeal shall be made in writing and shall set forth con 
cisely and under distinct heads the grounds of objection to the decision 
or other proceedings appealed against. 
11. No appeal to the Panchayat shall be heard 

(i) unless it be presented at the office of the Panchayat with 
in thirty days after the tax complained of has been demanded ; and 

(i ) unless the tax in respect of which the appeal is presented 
has been paid or deposited at the office of the Panchayat within the 
period specified in clause (i) : 

Provided that the Panchayatmay admit an appeal after the period 
specified in clause (i), if the aggrieved person satisfies the Panchayat 
that he was prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the appeal 
within the said period . 

12. The Panchayat may, of its own motion or otherwise cancel 
or modify any order passed by the Executive Authority reducing or 
remitting a tax . 

13. The assessment books shall be corrected in accordance with 
any orders passed by the Panchayat on appeal; in the event of the 
amount of any tax being reduced or remitted by the Panchayat the 
Executive Authority shall grant a refund accordingly . 
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14. Revision by the Deputy Director. - The Deputy Director may sun 
motu or on application call for the records of any assessment and imposi 
tion of a tax by the Executive Authority or of an order passed by the 
Panchayat on an appeal preferred under rule 10 or an order passed 
under rule 12 , and pass such orders as he may deem fit. Such orders 
shall be given effect to by the Executive Authority . 

COLLECTION OF TAX 
15. Notice to be served before enforcing provisions of distraint .- ( 1) 
Where any tax due from any person is not paid on or before the due 
date, the Executive Authority shall, before taking steps to proceed 
under Section 74 of the Act, serve upon him a notice of demand of 
tax requiring him to pay the tax together with a demand notice fee of 
twenty-five naye Paise and the cost of service of the notice if sent by 
registered post, within fifteen days from the service of notice . 

(2). A notice under sub-rule (1) shall be signed by the Executive 
Authority and shall contain 

(a ) a statement of the period and a description of the 

occupatition , property or thing for which the tax is 

charged ! 
(b ) the amount of tax , demand notice fee and cost of service 

of the article if sent by registered post; 
(c) the date on which payment of tax is due ; and 

( d ) a notice of the liability incurred in default of payment . 
16. Recovery by distraint.- (1) If the amount due on account of any 
tax together with the demand notice fee and the cost of service of the 
notice is not paid within fifteen days from the service of the notice 
and if the person from whom the tax is due has not shown cause to 
the satisfaction of the Executive Authority why it should not be paid , 
the Executive Authority may recover by distraint under his warrant 
and sale of the movable property of the defaulter , the amount due on 
account of the tax together with the demand notice fee and cost of 
service, warrant fee and the distraint fee and with such further sum 
as will satisfy the probable charges that will be incurred in connection 
with the detention and sale of the property so distrained : 

Provided always that movable property described in the proviso to 
section 60 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 19 shall not be liable to 
distraint. 

(2 ) The warrant under sub-rule (1) shall be in Form No, I 
appended to these Rules and for each such warrant a fee of fifty naye 
Paise shall be levied . 

17. Civil sait for recovery of arrears. - Nothing herein contained shall 
preclude the Panchayat from suing in a civil court for any tax due to 
it under the Act . 

18. Power of officer charged with execution of warrants . - Under a 
special order in writing of the Executive Authority, any officer charged 
with execution of a warrant of distress may, between sunrise and sunset, 
break open any outer or inner door or window of any building in order 
tomake the distress , if he has reasonable ground for believing that 
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such building contains property which is liable to seizure, and if, after 
notifying his authority and purpose and duly demanding admittance, 
he cannot otherwise obtain admittance : 

Provided that such officer shall notenter or break open the door 
of any apartment appropriated to women , until he has given three 
hours notice of his intention and has given such women an opportunity 
to withdraw . 

19. Procedure for seizure of property. - The Officer charged with the 
execution of a warrant shall, before making the distraint, demand 
payment of the tax due and the warrant fee . If the tax and fee are 
paid , no distraint shall be made, but if the tax or fee is not paid the 
officer shall 
(a) seize such movable property of the defaulter as he may 

think necessary ; 
(b ) make an inventory of the property seized ; and 
(c) give to the person in possession of the property seized at the 

time of the seizure a copy of the inventory and the notice 

of sale in form No. II appended to these Rules : 
Provided that a period of seven days shall be allowed for paying 
the amounts due and redeeming the property seized . 

20. Distress not to be excessive. The distress shall not be excessive, 
that is to say, the property distrained shall be as nearly as possible 
equal in value to the tax due by the defaulter , together with all 
expenses incidental to the warrant, distraint, detention and sale. 

21. Sale of property distrained - (1) If the amount due by the 
defaulter on account of the tax , the warrant fee and distraint fee and 
the expenses incidental to the detention of the property are not paid 
within the period of seven days mentioned in the notice given under 
Rule 19 and, if the distraint warrant is not suspended by the Executive 
Authority , the property seized or a sufficient portion thereof shall be 
sold by public auction under the orders of the Executive Authority 
who shall apply the proceeds of the sale to the payment of the amount 
duc on account of the tax , the warrant fee and the distraint fee and 
expenses incidental to the detention and sale of the property, and 
shall return to the person in whose possession the property was at the 
time of seizure any property or sum which may remain after the sale 
and the application of the proceeds thereof as aforesaid . 

If the 
proceedsof the sale are insufficient for the payment of the amount due 
on account of the tax , the warrant fee and distraint fee and the 
expenses incidental to the detention and sale of the property, the 
Executive Authority may again proceed under Rule 16 in respect of 
the sum remaining unpaid . 

(2) When the property seized is subject to speedy and natural 
decay , the Executive Authority may sell it at any time before the 
expiry of the said period of seven days, unless the amount due is 
sooner paid . 

22. Executive Authority to consider objections. The Executive Authority 
shall consider any objections to the distraint of any property which are 
made within the said period of seven days and may postpone the sale 
pending investigation thereof. If the Executive Authority decides that

the property attached was not liable to distraint, he shall return it, or 
if it has already been sold , the proceeds of the sale, to the person 
appearing to be entitled thereto and may again proceed under Rule 16 
and all fees and expenses connected with the first distraint and sale 
shall be recoverable from the defaulter if it shall appear to the 
Executive Authority that he wilfully permitted the distraint of the 
property when to his knowledge it was not liable to distraint. 

23. Power of Deputy Director to call for records. - The Deputy Director 
or any other officer not below the rank of a district officer authorised in 
this behalf may call for the records relating to any distraint of any 
property under these rules and after such enquiry as he may deem fit 
pass such orders as are found necessary . Such orders shall be given 
effect to by the Executive Authority .. 

24. Levy of fees on distraint.- (1) Fees shall be levied on distraints 
under these Rules with reference to the value of the property distrained 
and according to the rates specified below :

(b ) if distraint has taken place, the distraint fee and the 

expenses incidental to the detention and sale if any, of the 

property distrained . 
(2 ) Whenever any person is convicted of an offence under sub 
rule ( 1), the Magistrate shall , in addition to any fine which may be 
imposed , recover summarily and pay over to the Panchayat the 
amounts , if any, due under the heads specified in clauses (a ) and (b ) 
of sub- rule (1) ; and may in his discretion also recover summarily and 
pay to the Panchayat such amount, if any, as he may fix as the costs of 
the prosecution . 

29. The Executive Authority and the Panchayat employees not to purchase 
any property directly or indirectly. - Neither the Executive Authority nor 
any Panchayat employee shall directly or indirectly purchase any 
property at any sale of distrained property held under the foregoing 
rules .

AWARD 


This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this Court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( c ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV cf 1947 ) by order 
No. 74136 |L5|61 HLD dated 24-10-1961. The question referred for adjudi 
cation relates to : 
" Dismissal of the following 7 workers : 

1. Chinnaswami 
2. Ammirthavasagam 
3. Thomas 
4. A. Joseph 
5. Kannayan 
6 . Gnanaprakasam 

7. Joseph ." 
The case put forward by the Union in their statement is the follow 
ing : - The dismissed workers are the founders of the Union . They took 
an active part in the Union activities. Smt. Sampuranam , a worker in 
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the Arapetta estate, launched a satyagraha at the coor steps of the 
estate office, since she was not paid the emoluments due to her. The 
said satyagraha was led by the workmen concerned in this dispute, 
supported by the majority of workmen on the estate . They conducted 
jatha to the estate office and used to shout anti-management slogans 
in the jathas. This action of the workers has resulted in the dismissal 
of the worker concerned in this dispute. The dismissal of the workers 
concerned is an act of unfair labour practice and it was intended to 
break the Union by victimising its active workers. It is illegal and 
unjustified . The charges levelled against the workmen concerned are 
motivated by victimisation which was a planned scheme of the assistant 
Superintendent of the estate . The domestic enquiries conducted by the 
management were unilateral and onesided, and the principle of natural 
justice was violated in conducting the enquiries. The finding of the 
enquiry is perverse and the punishment inflicted is highly excessive . 

It is therefore prayed that an award be passed reinstating all the 
workers concerned in this dispute with full back wages and continuity 
of service and also cost to the Union . 

In the reply statement filed by the Management the following con 
tentions are raised : 

The seven workers concerned in this dispute were dismissed from 
service as they were found guilty of misconducts punishable under the 
Standing Orders applicable to the workmen of the estate. Before finding 
them guilty charge-sheets were issued to them . Enquiries were there 
after held at which witnesses were examined and every opportunity 
was given to them to substantiate their contentions, to explain the circum 
stances against them , to cross- examine the witness and to adduce their 
evidence. They were present at the respective enquiries. Sri Chinna 
swamy was not present on the 2nd day the enquiry against him in 
spite of notice given to him . On the materials available at the respective 
enquiries they were found guilty of the misconducts alleged against 
them and dismissed from service. The previous record of Sri Chinnaswamy 
was bad . The dismissal of the workers concerned is for proper and 
justifiable reasons and that they are not entitled to reinstatement with 
or without back -wages or compensation or any other relief. The manage 
ment is not aware that the dismissed workers are the founders of the 
Union . The plea regarding victimisation is emphatically denied. The 
charges levelled against them are not motivated by victimisation nor 
are thay part of a planned scheme of the Assistant Superintendent. No 
principle of natural justice was violated in conducting the enquiries. The 
dismissed workers are not entitled to any relief. The union is not entitled 
to any costs from the management. It is a fit case where the manage 
ment should be awarded their costs. The dispute referred is not an 
industrial dispute . 

It is therefore prayed by the management that an award be passed 
upholding the contentions of the management. 

The points that arise for consideration are: 
( 1 ) Whether the present dispute is an industrial dispute or only 

an individual dispute and whether the union can sponsor this 
case ? 
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(2 ) Whether the domestic enquiry conducted by the management is 

bad for any of the infmities which entitles this Court to inter 

fere with the same ? 
The evidence in the case consists of the oral testimony of WW1 
to WW3 and EW1 and EW2, and Exhibits W1 to W2 series , and Exhibits 
El to E15. 

Point No. 1. - This issue is raised on the basis of the pleading3 con 
tained in the management s statement wherein the management has 
questioned the right of this Union to represent the workmen of the 
Arapetta estate on the ground that the Union has not got a substantial 
number of the workmen of the said estate and that the dispute referred 
for adjudication is not an industrial dispute. At the argument stage 
as well as during the cross -examination of the witnesses it was suggested 
that not only has the Union enough number of workers belonging to 
Arapetta estate but they have also not sponsored the cause of these 
workmen . The management also called on the Union to produce the 
membership register and minutes book is disprove that the said union 
which admittedly is an industry-wise union has got on its rolis sufficient 
number of workers of the Arapetta estate to represent the workers of 
the Arapetta estate and that there has been any mecting in which the 
workers of the Arappetta estate who are also members of the Union 
sponsored the cause of the dismissed workers. It is also significant to 
note here that the union has not filed a rejoinder denying this aspect 
of the case put forward by the management but has tried to adduce 
some evidence to show that they are entitled to represent them and 
that there has been an agreement between the union and the manage 
ment regarding matters concerning the workers of the Arappeta estate . 

It is well settled now that in order to convert an individual dispute 
into an industrial dispute, the workmen of the concerned establishment 
should support it . (See. 1961 II L.L.J. 436 at 440 ) . There has been 
atleast one ruling, to my knowledge, based on the Supreme Court ruling 
as to how to assess whether the workmen of the concerned establishment 
where the dispute has arisen regarding an individual worker, sponsored 
his cause or not. I am referring to the recent ruling in 1962 II L.L.J. at 
page 93 wherein His Lordship Justice Veeraswamy has pointed out that 
the union has to establish that the individual dispute is supported by 
other workmen of the concerned establishment if the union is a general 
one or an industry -wise one and for that purpose the other workmen 
ought to pass a resolution by themselves or must establish otherwise 
that they sponsored the cause of the dismissed workers before the 
dispute was being taken up by a general union. It is also pointed out 
that the mere fact that the general union has on its rolls a few workmen 
of the establishment as its members and that the general union has taken 
up the cause of the dismissed worker will not constitute or convert an 
individual dispute into a collective one . His Lordsnip has also observed 
that in ascertaining whether there is such a sponsoring reference to 
workmen of other establishments who happened to be the members of 
the general union will be irrelevant, for, it is one of the requisites of the 
industrial dispute that the workmen who decided to support an individual 
dispute should be workmen of the employer concerned and should also 
have a direct and substantial interest in the dispute raised . In the light 
of the above principles, the evidence adduced in this case may be looked 
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into. The only documentary piece of evidence referred to by the learned 
union representative is Ext. W1. Ext. W1 is the memorandum of settle 
ment between the employer and the representative workmen of the union . 
Item one of the terms of the settlement is the relevant portion which is 
relied on by the learned representative of the union . The other items 
of the settlement are referred to show that the union las a representative 
capacity even regarding the workers of the Arapetta estate, and it 
proves nothing further . The date of the settlement is 23-8-1961. It is 
also admitted that at that time the dismissals of these workers nad taken 
place so that it is argued by the learned union representative that the 
union had a right to represent these 7 dismissed woricers . I don t think 
I can accept the said interpretation of the said term which is as follows: 
" There is no agreement on the issue of dismissals of the seven workers" . 
It can only mean that the parties never joined issues regarding the said 
dispute or dismissals nor were the management prepared to accede 
anything regarding the said dismissals. If, on the other hand, the 
management had agreed or tacitly admitted that the union was entitled 
to represent them the term could have been otherwise, for example, it 
would have been that they would have agreed to have the matter sent 
for adjudication . On the other hand, the term is specific to the effect 
that there is no agreement on that issue. Hence , in my view , the term 
in the settlement nor does the settlement lead to the inference that the 
management accepted the union s sponsoring the cause on behalf of the 
workmen of Arapetta estate . The question whether the union has got 
a representative capacity regarding the workmen of the Arapetta estate 
is not now very relevant, for even if the union had sufficient members 
of workmen belonging to the Arapetta estate on their rolls the union 
has to establish that these workmen sponsored the cause of these dis 
missed workers either by passing a resolution in a meeting or the said 
members taking an active part in a general body inclusive of them , for 
example, a resolution sponsored and supported by the workmen of the 
Arapetta estate in the general body of the union with the members 
of the Arapetta estate as well as others. There is no such evidence 
in this case. The minutes have been produced which I have marked 
for reference as Ext. W2 series , the Malayalam copy being marked as 
Ext. W2(aa ), W2 (bb ) , W2 (cc) , and W2 (dd ) which are the minutes of the 
general body meeting of 30-4-61, the committee meetings of 20-5-61, 10-7-61 
and 2-10-61 respectively . The general body meeting is of no use because 
it is a meeting which took place before the dismissal of the 7 workers. 
Further , there is also no evidence adduced to show whether the 
of the Arapetta estate took part in the said meeting excepting some 
vague oral evidence by the dismissed workers, vague because they do not 
speak to the date of the meeting. The minutes of the committee meeting 
of 20-5-61 refers to the dismissal of the workers and the notice issued 
to the management to reinstate them and the resolution to offer satya 
graha after inviting the president. The president of the said executive 
committee meeting is seen to be the No. 2 dismissed worker in the 
reference order . The committee meeting of 10-7-1961 nor of 2-10-61 
indicate anything regarding the sponsoring the cause of the dismissed 
workers . Further, it will not be enough if the executive committee of 
the general union passes a resolution . Thus, the minutes produced is of 
no use excepting that to a certain extent disproves the union s case that 
the dispute was sponsored by the workers of the Arapetta estate . Some 
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of the dismissed workers, Nos . 2 , 4 and 6 in the reference, bave been 
examined as ww1 to WW3, and they do not give any evidence regarding 
this point. The management has examined the superintendent of the 
Arapetta estate and he definitely swears to the fact that the present 
union is not entitled to represent the workers nor has the cause of these 
dismissed workers sponsored by the workmen of the Arapetta estate. 
In the absence of any evidence adduced by the union whom the 
burden of proof rested , I believe Ewi on this point. In these circum 
stances, I find that the union has not shown or proved that these indi 
vidual disputes have been sponsored by the workmen of the Arapetta 
estate for converting them into a collective dispute . I therefore uphold 
the preliminary objection of the Management that this dispute is not an 
industrial dispute but only individual disputes and hence the reference 
is bad in law . 

In the light of my above finding , no finding is called for on the second 
point. 

In the result, I pass an award as indicated above. The Union is not 
entitled to any relief. The parties will bear their respective costs .
